Austrian operations against the 


Warsaw railroads have been checked 
if not thwarted, which means that the 
threatened advance on Warsaw is a 
little less dangerous than when the 
Austro-Gernum attack began. 


A dispatch from Austrian headquar-

entire system, was also confirmed. 
This promotion 
fills 
the 
vacancy 


made by the elevation of J. T. Leary 
to the comptrollership of the road in 
February, last year. 


Another appointment of interest 


is the selection of Walter D. Owens, 
chief clerk to the comptroller, as 
secretary of the railroad's valuation 
committee, this office having here- 
tofore been vested in Mr. Ekin. 


Mr. Ekin has had wide and varied 


experience in railroading. 
Starting 


at the very bottom as a warehouse 
clerk 20 years ago on the old Pitts- 
burg and Western— now part of the 
Baltimore and Ohio lines, he enter- 
ed upon a schooling of freight ac- 
countancy that laid the foundation 
of his successful rise in the account- 
ing department, which ably fits him 
for the responsible position of gen- 
eral auditor.

The ships are then sent 


to Vladivostock to take on troops.

Wilson today had under consideration 
plans for further co-operation of the 
federal labor authorities and the- in- 
dustrial departments of the 
various 


states, outlined in a conference with 
Commissioner Caminetti and J. T. 
Fitzpatrick, secretary of the Associa- 
tion of Governmental Labor officials. 


These plans, which had for 
their 


purpose the promotion of the efficien- 
cy of state labor laws and which oealt 
chiefly with 'he unemployment ques- 
tions will be discussed at til'.e congress 
of the state commissioners in 
San 


Francisco, August 2. Secretary Wil- 
son and other members of his depart- 
ment are planning to attend. 


One of the most important 
(sues- 


tions concerning' the uK-ans of securing 
work for the unemployed 
was 
the 


matter of transportation of seasonal 
laborers. 
Sf/?ps will be taken lo co- 


ordiutite the slack periods in factories 
with the harvest season in the west. 
Efforts will be made, it is stated, to 
persuade the factories 
to 
use 
the 


summer 
seasons to overhaul 
their 


plants, thus permitting mill employes 
(o take a profitable vacation on farms 
instead of losing time in the winter 
season when other work is difficult to 
find. 


Another scheme for relieving 
tbe 


unemployment situation provides for 
"box car excursions," when the rail- 
roads are sending empty trains west- 
ward for 
grain. Tly;se 
excursions 


would make cheap transportation pos- 
sible when the working man can fi)id 
a ready market for his labor on the 
farms.

WHEN BASEBALL 


INJURES BRAIN 


MAGNATES DISCUSS 


LIMIT RULE IN THE 


NATIONAL LEAGUE 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


New York, July 12.—A discussion of 


the rule limiting the number of piay- 
:rs tc twenty-one for each club of the 
National league was the only subject 
announced for discussion at an extra- 
ordinary session of the league here 
today. 


'We may amend the rule so t'b.at 


nothing will be left indefinite and no 
Injustice will be done to any club," 
said President Tener. "We must mako 
allowances for such cases as that Of 
i-isn-ry McLean, the N<;w York catch- 
r. who is under a sixty days' suspen- 
sion and is of no use to his club. 
There are- similar cases of seriously 
injured players. Obviously it is an in- 
justice to include these men in the 
twenty-one players and a change in 
thn rule is necessary." 


It was reported that the leaguo of- 


ficials would discuss trades among tho 
players but this could not be verified. 


London, July 12.—Roy Plymell, 


one of the three brothers playing on 
the London- semi-professional base- 
baseball team, died Sunday night as a 
result of brain injuries 
sustained 


during the afternoon game, when a 
batted ball struck him behind the 
right ear.

commission. 


More than five times as many per- 


sons applied for 
employment 
than 


were supplied with work, the report 
shows. 
The total number of appli- 


cations was 336,000. including !»3.- 
000 persons who never 
before 
had 


been registered with the free employ- 
ment agencies. 
Emplojers sent in 


75,000 requests lor 
workers 
and 


73,000 were referred 
to 
positions, 


resulting in detmite 
placement ot 


62,000. 


About one-third of those furnish- 


ed work were \\ouien and two-thirds 
were men. 
Three-fourths 
of 
the 


jobs supplied for men were to labor- 
ers or day workers, one-seventh to 
skilled workers 
and 
factory 
em- 


ployes, and one-tenth to 
those of 


other occupations. 
Two-thirds 
of 


the women given work 
did 
"day 


•work," 
including 
laundering and 


nursing. Twelve percent were given 
general house work, 
nine percent 


jobs in factories and sewing trades 
and eight percent in hotels and res- 
taurants. 


As an indication of hard times, 


the report shows that work of the 
labor exchanges for the

was almost 


double that of the preceding si» 
months.

Only in Toledo and Columbus are 


expenses ot the agencies borne en- 
tirely by the state. 
In other places 


the bureaus are operated jointly by 
the state and municipality. 


Figures for the report were com- 


piled by Fred 
C. Croxton, chief 


statistician of the industrial com- 
mission, and Miss Edith Miller, as- 
sistant. 


The 
commission's report shows 


the daily average number of per- 
sons seeking employment during the 
last year was 1100 
and employers 


requested through the agencies an 
average of 248 persons daily.
